night. On Sunday evening, he felt 
much worse, and continued to grow 
weaker, but, until last night, there were 
no fears of a fatal consequence. This 


morning it became apparent that the 
end was near. Dr. Charles E. Simonds 
and Miss Gould, a relative, 
were at the bedside a few moments 
before Tilden died. He tried to 
speak, but only moved his lips and 
failed to make any sound. He passe 
away quietly and peacefnily. His 
death occurred in the south chamber of 
the mansion overlooking the Hudson. 
No arrangements have yet been made 
tor the funeral. George W. Smith, Mr. 
Tilden’s pri vate secretary, says that he 
has vot received any instructions from 
the relatives. Mr. Tilden was born in 
February 9th, 1814, in New Lobanon, 
Columbia county, and was therefore 72 
years old. Ha leaves one sister, the 
mother of the late Col. Pelton, and 
several nephews, children of his broth - 
ers Moses and Henry Tilden. 
As soon as the news of Tilden’s death 
was received in Yonkers, there was 
great excitement manifested. Instantly 
the flags of the city buildings and news- 
paper offices were displayed at half- 
mast, and expressions of regret were 
heard on all sides. ; 

THE NEWS IN NEW YORK. 
New Lonk, Aug. 4.—Flags all over 
the city are at half-mast out of respect 
to Tilden. ‘The news of his death 
epread through the city very rapidly. 
The newspaper offices bulletined it 
early, and the news was soon scattered 
broadcast. Expressions of sorrow were 
beard on all sides, and from parties of 
all political faiths. Although it was 
known that Tilden had been in bad 
health some time past, bis death, com- 
ing so suddenly, was quite a shock.

COMMANDER BUBDETTE’S ADDRESS. 

After prayer by Chaplain Stewart, of 
Ohio, Commander Burdette read his 
annual address. The reading occapied 
one hour and torty minutes, and it was 
listened to with marked attention, and 
frequently applauded. The address 
was an eloquent tribute to the sentiment 
which called the encampment from the 
shores where the Mayflower landed to 
the Golden Gate. His references to 
Generals Grant, McOlelian and Han- 
cock were heartily cheered. The re- 
port showed that three thousand and 
twenty comrades died during the year, 
and twenty-five thousand eix hundred 
and forty-three joined. The cash 
balance on hand is $300,000. When 
the reading of the report was finished, 
three cheers were given for the Com- 
mander-in- Chief. | 

PLEASANT EPISODES. 

At the close of the reading of the re- 
port, General Sherman was invited to 
take a seat on the platform, but he 
asked permission to remain with the 
Missouri delegation. 

After the regular committees had been 
appointed, Corporal Tanner read a let- 
ter from Colonel Fred, Grant, applying 
for membership in the G. A. R. It was 
referred to the Committee on Rules 
and Regulations. 

After recess, at 3 o’clock, Deputy 
Oommander Sayles, of New York, pre- 
sented to the Department of Oalifornia 
an elegant bannerand album. The lat- 
ter contains the photographs of the 
present and past post commanders of 
New York. A handsome gavel was 
presented in return by California to

Samuel J. Tilden. 


Samuel J. Tilden, whose death is 
announced, has been a conspicuous 
figure on the public stage for many 
years, He was long a recognized power 
in the Democratic politics of the 
State of New York, and for 
ten years past has been before 
the country in a national charac- 
ter. He was essentially a politician, 


and not astatesman. He was a man of 


much capacity of that sort which makes 
its possessor an adept in running“ a 
political campaign by machine methods. 
In other words, he was an organizer of 
men, but he never exhibited high ¢a- 
pacity in statecraft. He was cold- 
blooded, calculating, adroit, cunning 
and skiliful—sly and foxy“ in his 


political methods. He was a master of 


concealment, and invariably pur- 
sued devious paths to reach 
his ends, even when a_ direct 


-eourse would sooner bring him to his 


great m pern 
fame, nor will any public act of his 
take high rank in his country’s history. 


destination. He delighted in his favor- 
ite employment of moving his puppets 
on the political chess-board, and seemed 
to regard the art of setting them up 
in the back counties as a very great 
political acquirement. 
His name is not linked with any 
easure of permanent national 


His official career was confined entirely 
to the State of New York. He will not 
occupy a high place in American | his- 
tory, nor will his fame be of that sweet 


and exalted quality that ennobles the 


the 


names of those great men who, in 


peace or in war, have added luster to 
nation’s historic pages — those 
men who, like Lincoln and Grant, were 
capable, in a spirit of grand self-abne- 
gation, of sinking self to a secondary 
position when the Republic called for 


men. 


In the civil war Tilden's position was 


carefully and cunningly chosen. 
While he was not distinctly ar- 
“payed on the side of the Cop- 


perhead Democracy, as were so many 


of his associates in that party, yet his 


loyalty was not of that pronounced and 
vehement type which marked our best 
men as patriots through and through“ 
in those trying days. | | 

The chief episode in his public 
career was his candidature for the Pres- 
idency in 1876. The curious complica- 
tions, the delicate and complex ques- 
tions, the dangerous situations that 
grew out of the disputed elec- 
toral count, gave Tilden no- 
toriety rather than fame. It is 
needless now to review that much- 
discussed dispute; it has been more 
thoroughly discussed, perbaps, than 
any one question that ever confronted 
the American people touching the 


Presidency. The points may here be 


touched briefly, however. | 


Tilden’s claim and the claim of his 
champions was, in bald terms, that he 


was elected to and “cheated out of the 
Presidency; but the better ana calmer 


judgment of the American people, and 


of history, is that that claim has no 
good ground to rest upon. 


A dispute over the Presidential elec- 


tion arose which could not be settled 
by the ordinary methods—by the ma- 


chinery provided by law and the Con- 


stitution for the adjudication of electoral 
disputes. In that emergency—and it 
Was avery serious emergency for the 


country—an entirely new method had 
to be devised and adopted. That 


method was the Electoral Commission— 
| scheme of Democratic origin in Con- 
_ gtees, but accepted by the Republicans 


of that body. The Electoral Bill was 
passed into law, and a way 
out of the critical difficulty provided. 
The Electoral Commission, composed 
of five members of the United States 
Senate, five members of the House, 
and five Supreme Judges, was created, 
and sat in judgment on the grave ques- 
tion at issue between the two great 
political parties. The members of 
that commission were of opposing 


parties, and selected for their ability, 
integrity and knowledge of right and 
law. The whole ground was gone over.
